I p»sent  herewith  my  Report  for  the  year  1952. 


AREA. 


There  was  no  change  in  the  District  during  the  year,  the  area  is 
4l,ll4  aores. 

The  District  encircles  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Chorley,  and  is  bounded 
on  the  North  by  Walton-le-Dale  U.D.  Ley 1 and  U.D.  and  Preston  R.D.  on  the  South 
by  Wigan  R.D.  Standish  U.D.  Adlington  U.D.  and  Horwich  U.D,  on  the  West  by  West 
Lancashire  R.D.  and  on  the  East  by  Blackburn  R.D.  Withnell  U.D.  and  Turton  U.D, 

The  District  is  varied  in  character,  and  whilst  there  is  considerable 
industry,  some  parts  of  the  District  are  really  rural  in  character. 

Agriculture  of  course  predominates  in  the  area  which  has  its  share  of 
rich  agricultural  land.  In  addition  there  is  of  course  cotton  spinning  and 
weaving,  mining,  the  Royal  Ordnance  Factory  in  the  District  is  an  industry  on 
its  own,  brickmaking  is  carried  on  in  several  parishes,  and  the  old  craft  of 
basket  making  is  still  carried  on  in  Mawdesley,  There  are  in  addition  vast 
industries  in  some  of  the  adjoining  areas  which  provides  work  for  residents  in 
the  District.

RATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council  through  its 
mains  is  obtained  in  bulk  from  Manchester  Corporation,  and  is  under  constant 
suoervision  and  examination  by  that  Authority. 

The  scheme  for  supplying  the  parishes  of  Hoghton  and  Brindle  was 
completed  in  195- . 

Further  properties  in  these  two  parishes  were  connected  to  the  mains  and 
enjoyed  an  adequate  piped  supply  of  wholesome  water  for  the  first  time.

This  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and  a small  disposal  plant  near 
the  houses,  which  had  been  a source  of  annoyance  for  many  years  was  dismantled. 

The  houses  in  the  vicinity,  'with  the  exception  of  six,  were  served  with  pail 
cj.ose'ts  and  it  was  possible  for  the  remaining  51  to  be  converted  to  water  closets 
later  in  the  year.

I nave  remarked  or  numerous  occasions  that  there  is  still  a large  number  of 
ole  fashioned  sanitary  conveniences  in  the  area,  this  is  still  true  and  is  likely 
to  ce  for  some  time  to  come.  However,  during  the  year  the  target  of  100 
conversions  was  again  exceeded  and  it  is  quite  true  to  say  that  slowly  and  surely 
the  pail  closets  and  privy  middens  are  disappearing. 

The  number  of  conversions  carried  out  was  119.

The  whole  of  the  area  is  scavenged  by  direct  labour. 

Six  Karrier  Bantam  refuse  collectors  are  in  regular  use,  another  is 
kept  as  a spare. 

Scavenpinv  includes  in  addition  to  the  collection  and  disposal  of  dry 
refuse,  the  collection  and  disposal  of  pa.il  closet  contents,  and  the  emptying 
and  removal  of  privy  midden  contents. 

Try  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  numerous  places  throughout 
the  District,  the  size  of  the  areaand  the  type  of  vehicle  necessitates  the  use  of 
several  tins  and  makes  centralising  impossible. 


Finding  of  suitable  tips  becomes  more  and  more  difficult  and  it 
would  appear  that  disposal  is  going  to  cost  much  more  in  the  years  to  come. 

During  the  year  tipping  took  place  on  rough  unusable  land  on  a 
farm,  this  will  ultimately  add  a very  useful  piece  of  ground  to  the  farm. 

In  one  parish,  tipping  in  an  old  mine  shaft  continued. 

In  one  parish,  tipping  is  still  taking  place  in  a submerged  clay 
pit  at  a Brickworks,  and  trouble  was  experienced  for  a few  weeks  owing  to  the 
emission  of  a foul  smell,  partial  emptying  and  resultant  dilution  helped  to 
minimise  this  but  tipping  would  be  discontinued  here  if  an  alternative  site 
could  be  found. 


iTightsoil  is  collected  weekly  except  in  isolated  parts  which  arc 
visited  fortnightly,  and  is  disposed  of  in  two  main  ways.  The  first  method 
and  much  the  best  is  by  tipping  into  sewers  where  it  becomes  diluted  and 
rcoeives  the  same  treatment  as  ordinary  sewage. 

The  second  method  of  disposal  is  by  lagooning  and  mixing  with  straw, 
ashes  or  dust,  ultimate  disposal  being  on  the  land,  such  lagooning  takes  place 
on  farm  land  by  agreement  with  a few  farmers  interested  in  the  final  product. 

The  use  of  a special  vehicle  for  pail  closet  emptying  would  allow 
much  more  nightsoil  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  first  method  as  the  loads  would 
be  much  greater,  and  transport  and  workers  time  taking  it  to  suitable  points 
'.vould  not  be  so  high  as  with  our  present  equipment. 

Privy  midden  contents  is  also  disposed  of  on  land,  the  amount 
involved  is  not  great  compared  with  the  pail  closets  and  it  is  pleasing  that 
very  little  of  this  work  is  seen  on  the  main  routes  in  the  District  today. 

DUSTBINS. 


The  provision  of  the  simple  dustbin  continued  to  bristle  with 
difficulty  throughout  the  year,  and  Statutory  action  under  section  75  was  again 
resorted  to. 

During  the  year  8 Notices  under  Section  75  wore  served. 

In  four  cases  the  notices  were  complied  with. 

In  three  cases  bins  were  provided  in  default  and  the  cost  recovered. 
One  notice  wa s served  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  dealt  with  early

Salvage  slumped  in  the  Spring  of  1952,  and  xvithin  a few  weeks  the 
csmmccity  which  had  such  a remarkable  vaLuc,  became  unsalable.  As  a result 
~ery  little  was  disposed  of  in  195^  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  amount 
being  collected  was  negligible. 


No  collection  of  kitchen  waste  is  made  in  the  District.

_2he  privately  owned  bacon  factory  which  commenced  operating  at  the 
end  of  1951  developed  during  the  year.

During  1952  the  last  school  not  supplied  \<vith  water  from  the  public 
mains  was  connected  to  the  Councils  water  mains, and  for  the  first  time  it  could 
oe  said  that  all  schools  in  the  area  had  a constant  supply  of  wholesome  water.

Unfortunately  I cannot  give  such  a- satisfactory  report  on  the  sanitary 
accommodation  at  schools  as  is  possible  with  regard  to  water  supply. 

However,  the  Church  of  England  School  at  Eccleston  was  provided  with 
new  sanitary  accommodation  during  the  year,  and  this  involved  the  substitution 
of  aight  pail  closets  by  water  closets. 

The  position  now  is  that  18  Schools  have  water  closets  and  IJ4  pail  closets. 

As  recently  as  19I48,  19  schools  had  pail  closets. 


CAMPIN  . 


Uc  trouble  was  experienced  during  the  year  in  resoect  of  camping,  on 
a few  occasions  we  had  vans  belonging  to  a few  genuine  wanderes  but  no 
difficulties  arose. 

There  are  in  the  District  a number  of  vans  which  are  exempt,  and  a 
fee;  vans  which  have  been  in  the  area  for  many  years  which  are  not  licenced,  in 
addition  there  arc  some  vans  only  used  occasionally  which  arc  not  licenced. 

The  number  of  applications  for  licences  from  genuine  campers  are 
very  few,  people  who  require  individual  van  licneces  are  mainly  those  who 
wish  to  make  the  vans  permanent  dwellings. 

During  the  year  6 licences  for  individual  vans  were  issued. 

SDDIE  ABATEMENT. 


There  are  20  factory  chimneys  in  the  area,  but  none  were  subject  to 
complaint  during  the  year. 

No  action  was  taken. 


.he  provision  of  n cw  houses  continued  throughout  the  year.  The 
number  erected  by  the  Local  Authority  was  63  and  U flats,  number  erected  by 
other  persons  was  10. 


The  total  erected  by  the  Local  Authority  since  the  war,  including 
flats  and  temporary  bungalows  is  682. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  11 
of  the  mousing  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  3 houses.  This  makes  the  total  number 
of  houses  dealt  with  since  the  war  under  this  section,  lip,  one  of  which  has 
been  reconditioned. 

In  addition  2 houses  have  been  demolished  without  action  being  taken. 

This  means  that  apart  from  ne?^  private  houses  built  the  number  of 
duellings  in  the  District  has  been  increased  by  668,  whilst  there  is  still  a 
demand  for  additional  houses,  the  number  of  lodgers  on  the  application  list  is 
proof  of  this,  it  is  not  so  great  as  in  the  past  and  the  time  must  be 
approaching  when  it  will  be  possible  to  deal  with  the  worst  of  the  properties 
in  the  area.
